Feed Hens Before Culling 


Many 
flock 
owners 
during the 
summer 
and 
fall 
months suddenly 
realise that their flock is not 
re­ 
turning the profits that could bo ex­ 
pected so they decide to cull them, 
attem pting to keep only the best ones. 
Unless the flock has been properly 
fed it cannot be efficiently cul!L*d, say 
the poultry extension specialists 
of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture. 
Culling has frequently been compar­ 
ed to a horse race. You pick the win­ 
ners as they come down the 
h •« ic 
stretch. 
The finish of the h n’s year 
is the late summer and faH m nths 
and the birds 
that have been doing 
their duty and laying throughout th< 
year will show thv earm arks of high 
production. 
Unless the rider of 
the 
horse hasv been lotting him run thru- 
out 
the 
race, 
he will not be at the 
front for tile finish, and unless the 
flock owner has been feding for egg 
production he cannot tell which hens 
are high producers. 
Birds must 
be 
fed for egg production. 
Tbfe 
horse 
could not win a running race if 
he 
was alowed to walk part way. Culling 
a flock that is not propely fed is like 
trying 
to 
pick a 
winner among a 
bunch of running horses which 
are 
walking around the track. 
The hen is an economical producer 
if prperly fed. 
She is a factory that 
converts grain into high priced finish­ 
ed products such 
as 
eggs. 
In 
the 
Demonstration Farm Flocks over the 
past five years more than $2 in eggs 
have been returned for every dollar 
invested in feed. 
They have 
done 
this because they have been fed 
a 
balanc'd ration.

Actual laboratory

exists that 
flies have carried 
over JO different 
disease 
organisms 
and 
parasitic 
worms either on their legs or bodies 
or in their own alimentary canals, 
whenc 
those germs or worms are 
later deposited on human food. 
The principal effort to control this 
dangerous insect must be made 
at 
the source 
of 
supply 
its bri-eding 
places. 
Absolute cleanliness and the 
removal or destruction of anything 
in which flies may breed are oss< n- 
tial. 
It is also often necessary 
to 
ca'ch or otherwise destroy adult flies, 
or to protect food materials 
from 
contamination and p rsons from an­ 
noyance or danger; hence the value <»t 
fly papers and poisons, flytraps, and 
screens. 
Windows a; d doors should be care­ 
fully screened 
during 
th. 
summer 
m o n th s and supplementary use made 
of sticky fly papers to catch the stray 
flies that get in when doors art1 open- 
d. 
It is important to keep lood sup­ 
plies screened or otherwise covered 
s that flies can gain no access 
to 
theun. This applies not only to homes 
but also to stores, P staurants, milk 
shops, and the like. 
Screening, of 
course, will have no effect in decreas­ 
ing the number of flies, but at K ast 
it has the virtue of lessening 
the 
danger 
of 
contamination 
of food. 
Screens should be well made and dur­ 
able*. 
In dry climates black or paint­ 
ed screen wire will last fairly well 
and give satisfaction; in moderately 


m ost climates, however, it will rust, 
and it is better to use th. best grades 
of galvanized wire; and in humbl reg­ 
ions, especially if near the seacoast 
bronze wire or nionel metal wire 
is 
undoubtedly the* least expensive in the 
long run. 
A screen having a mesh of 
11 strands to the inch. th. kind com­ 
monly sold, is satisfactory for exclud­ 
ing flies, if 
unbroken, 
but a finer 
mesh is necessary 
to 
exclude

smaller mosquitoes.

BURNED FORESTS DEPLETE 
WILD L IFE IN M YNY W A Y S 


Field workers of 
the 
Biological 
Survey of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, and any others 
who are inteovsted in the conserva­ 
tion of wild life, are asked to assist 
the bureau in determing what dam ­ 
age has been done to bird and animal 
through the burning of tiimberlunds. 
Records of the Forest Service 
show 
that about 75,000,000 acres of timber- 
producing lands were burned 
over 
in the past seven years. 
It is con­ 
servative« to say that each year in th. 
United States 10,000,000 acres of land 
clothed with 
sufficient 
inflammable 
material 
to 
carry 
fire are burned. 
This 
includes 
every 
type of land, 
from the tidewater marshes of 
the 
Gulf of Mexico 
to 
the 
timber-line 
areas of the Canadian border 
and 
Alaska. 
It is these lands which a r 
the breeding and feeding places 
of 
many quail, 
grouse, 
turkeys, deer, 
and fur bearers. Ducks and g*ese are 
also a w ted by such fires, in the de­ 
struction of shelter, food, and nest­ 
ling material. 
Information is especially requested 
on the 
following 
points; 
(1) In­ 
stances of birds or mammals killed 
by forest or grass fires, including de­ 
struction of binds’ nests. (2) Instanc­ 
es of birds or mammals having left 
frequented 
feeding 
and 
breeding 
grounds as a result of fire. 
(3) Ob­ 
servation»? 
which 
show* 
how soon 
birds and 
mamals 
return to lands 
from w'hich they have neen driven by 
fire. 
(4) Effect of repeated burnings 
upon bird and other animal life. 
It 
is assumed that repeated burnings, in 
addition 
to 
destroying 
absolutely 
many plants, as well as numerous in- 
Sv-cts and other invertebrates, impov­ 
erish sand, clay, and peat soils by the 
destruction of vegetable matter which 
should become a part of the soil and 
furnish the nitrogenous elements 
so 
necessary to growing plants; and that

feed 
for wild life.

firee* damaging or injurious to wild 
life and steps that may be taken
